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COVER  PHOTO:  By  1910,  Lake  Louise  had  become  a  well-established 
resort  with  a  C.P.R.  hotel,  and  the  old  railway  station  at  Laggan  (the  name 
of  the  hamlet  at  the  lake  from  1883-1916)  was  no  longer  suitable.  On  May 
7,  1910,  construction  began  on  the  new  one-storey  station  which  measured 
133  ftX  33  ft.  and  cost  $12,500.  Built  completely  of  logs,  it  featured  leaded 
glass  windows  lighting  the  general  waiting  room,  marble  floors  and  a 
cobblestone  fireplace.  The  settlement  and  consequently  the  railway  station 
were  renamed  Lake  Louise  in  1916  after  H.R.H.  Princess  Louise.  The  Lake 
Louise  station  was  used  for  passenger  service  until  the  C.P.R.  centralized  its 
operation  in  1 968 .  The  Foundation  has  approved  grant  funding  to  its  new 
operators,  Laggan  Development  Ltd. ,  towards  the  restoration  of  this  federally 
designated  Heritage  Railway  Station,  to  develop  it  into  a  restaurant  and  retail 
facility  (see  page  11) .

Funded  projects  dot  the  map  of  Alberta  from  east  to  west  and  north  to  south.  They  range  in 
size  from  large  to  small.  The  Foundation  is  pleased  to  contribute  to  the  ongoing  efforts  of 
private  individuals,  businesses,  community  and  church  groups  and  local  government  involved 
in  many  aspects  of  heritage  conservation. 

To  assist  the  Board  in  its  adjudication,  historical  and  technical  assessments  and  reviews  are 
prepared  and  provided  for  each  of  the  Historical  Resource  Preservation  and  Feasibility  Study 
projects  cooperatively  by  Alberta  Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  in  addition  to  the  information 
provided  ^^y  applicants  and  others.  Recommendations  are  based  on  other  available  external 
funds;  the  nature  and  urgency  of  the  work;  and  the  heritage  value  of  the  resource.  Priority  is 
given  to  properties  designated  under  the  Historical  Resources  Act  and  those  which  have 
potential  for  designation.  In  cases  of  museological,  paleontological,  historical,  archaeological, 
or  archival  concerns,  specialists  in  the  field  are  consulted. 

Publications  are  evaluated  according  to  their  degree  of  Alberta  heritage  content,  their 
promise  of  new  information  or  interpretation,  and  their  prospects  for  suitable  composition  for 
their  intended  readers.  Recommendations  regarding  heritage  awareness,  research,  education 
and  workshop/seminar/conferences  are  based  on  the  merits  of  each  case.  In  general,  projects 
that  provide  new  exposure  for  Alberta  history  to  broad  audiences  and  demonstrate  the  capacity 
for  effective  implementation  are  successful.

The  autumn  of  1992  will  welcome  a  new 
addition  to  the  Historical  Resources 
Division's  growing  list  of  provincial  heritage 
attractions.  Situated  on  a  quarter  section  of 
land  2  km.  west  of  Wetaskiwin,  the 
Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  of 
Transportation,  Agriculture  and  Industry 
will  offer  its  visitors  opportunities  to  see, 
smell,  touch  and  generally  experience  first- 
hand vintage  machinery  from  the  1890  to 
1950's  era. 

The  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  is 
committed  to  providing  visitors  with  a  year- 
round  range  of  events  and  active 
demonstrations,  all  linked  to  artifacts  in 
motion:  driving,  climbing,  flying  and 
working  the  land.  The  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  is  providing  lotteries- 
based  funding  for  exhibit  preparation. 

Visitors  entering  the  Museum's  9400 
sq.m.  main  building  begin  their  journey  in 
the  "Great  Hall."  There  staff,  artifacts  and 
interactive  "user  friendly"  displays,  as  well  as 
theatrical  skits,  short  audio-visual  shows  and 
guided  tours  will  entice  visitors  to  experience 
the  world  of  vintage  machines  and  their 
relationship  with  the  people  who  have 
operated  them  since  the  turn  of  the  century. 

Over  115  large  artifacts  will  be  on  display 
in  the  main  building,  most  of  them  in  the 
3600  sq.m.  main  exhibit  hall.  Here  the 
Museum  has  its  own  version  of  the  "Yellow 
Brick  Road,"  a  circular  roadway  system  that 


leads  visitors  into  representational  structures 
and  outdoor  settings  that  house  the  cars, 
trucks,  bikes,  tractors  and  dozens  of  other 
artifacts. 

Discoveries  continue  outside  the  main 
hall.  The  Museum's  restoration  shop  is 
designed  to  provide  visitors  with  a  clear  view 
of  the  work  under  way  by  the  Museum's  staff 
and  its  growing  number  of  restoration 
volunteers.  The  Museum's  resource  centre 
will  be  a  must  for  visitors  interested  in 
restoring  their  own  artifact  or  searching  for 
information  on  Alberta's  transportation, 
industrial  and  agricultural  past.  Additional 
theme-related  books  and  gifts  will  be 
available  in  the  Museum's  gift  shop,  while 
the  glass-enclosed  circular  restaurant  will 
offer  a  view  of  the  Museum's  grounds  and 
outdoor  exhibits.  The  airplane  hangar  will 
hold  restored  aircraft  and  exhibits  relating  to 
Alberta's  fascinating  aviation  history.

The  gala  opening  of  the  Remington- 
Alberta  Carriage  Centre  in  Cardston  is 
scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1993.  This  new 
interpretive  centre  will  house  215  carriages 
and  will  provide  a  variety  of  programmes  and 
special  activities.  The  20  acre  site,  donated 
by  the  Town  of  Cardston,  fronts  directly 
onto  Main  Street  and  along  Lees  Creek,  and 
is  expected  to  be  an  integral  part  of  an 
extensive  park  system  with  carriage  trails  to 
he  used  both  for  pleasure  and  for  competitive 
driving  events. 

The  Centre  will  showcase  finely  hand- 
restored  vehicles  from  the  private  collection 
of  Don  Remington  of  Cardston,  as  well  as 
the  collections  of  the  Glenbow-Alberta 
Institute  and  Alberta  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism. 

Don  Remington  began  collecting  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  in  the  1950s,  starting  with  a 
modest  cutter.  The  Remington-Alberta 
Carriage  Collection  reflects  his  30  year 
fascination  with  this  bygone  era.  It  includes 
examples  of  coachman-driven,  graceful,  state 
and  privately-owned  carriages;  sporting 
vehicles  from  the  late  1850s  which  young 
British  aristocrats  drove  with  four  matching 
horses,  known  as  four-in-hand;  owner-driven

elegantly  crafted  carriages  for  park  driving; 
road  or  stage  coaches  used  for  long  distance 
travel  and  small,  private,  horse-drawn 
pleasure  vehicles.  As  well,  there  are  Alberta 
pioneer  vehicles  used  by  homesteaders, 
business  delivery  vehicles  and  early  public 
utility  and  service  vehicles. 

The  building  for  the  Remington-Alberta 
Carriage  Centre  will  be  completed  by 
February  1991.  Displays  are  being 
constructed  until  the  fall  of  1992  and  money 
for  exhibit  preparation  is  being  provided  by 
Alberta  Lotteries  through  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation. 
Currently,  visitors  can  see  a  temporary 
display  of  restored  and  original  carriages  from 
the  collections  at  the  Charlie  Cheesman 
Memorial  Arena,  339  Main  Street,  Cardston.

The  Awards  Luncheon  of  the  1990 
Alberta  Museums  Association  (A.M. A.) 
Conference  was  a  highlight  for  individuals 
and  institutions  involved  in  the  preservation 
of  natural  and  cultural  heritage. 

The  Life  Commitment  Award  went  to 
Harold  R.  Nicholson  of  Fairview,  nominated 
by  the  Historic  Sites  Service  of  Alberta 
Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  for  his 
involvement  in  the  preservation  and 
development  of  the  Fort  Dunvegan  Historic 
Site  for  over  20  years. 

The  Recognition  of  Contribution  Award 
for  an  individual  was  presented  to  Miss  Laura 
Johnston  of  Coleman  who  was  nominated  by 
the  Crowsnest  Historical  Society.  The  award 
honours  her  dedication  as  a  volunteer  with 
the  Crowsnest  Museum. 

The  Recognition  of  Contribution  Award 
for  a  society  was  won  by  the  Multicultural 
Heritage  Foundation  of  Stony  Plain, 
nominated  by  the  Heritage  Agricultural 
Society.  The  Foundation  received  this 
honour  for  its  support  of  the  Multicultural 
Heritage  Centre  and  the  Oppertshauser 
House  Gallery. 

The  Award  of  Merit  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Neil  J.  Stewart  of  Calgary.  Nominated  by  the 
Calgary  Military  Museums  Society,  Mr. 
Stewart  received  this  award  for  his  leading 
role  in  the  planning,  fund  raising,  design  and 
construction  of  the  $7.5  million  Museum  of 
the  Regiments.

Alberta 
Archives  Council 

In  1978,  the  Directors  of  Alberta 
Archives  began  regular  meetings  to  discuss 
many  issues  facing  archival  institutions  in 
this  province  and  across  the  country.  By 
1986,  initiatives  at  the  national  level  led  to 
the  group  being  formally  incorporated  as  the 
Alberta  Archives  Council.  Its  main 
objectives  are:  to  foster  the  development  of  a 
vital  community  of  archival  institutions  in 
Alberta,  to  establish  priorities  for  the 
development  of  archives  through  ongoing 
appraisal  of  their  needs,  and  to  undertake 
and  coordinate  projects  of  mutual  interest  to 
Alberta's  archives.  The  Council  also 
represents  Alberta  at  the  Canadian  Council 
of  Archives  where  national  funding 
programmes  are  developed  and  implemented 
and  acts  as  a  liaison  with  other  funding 
agencies.  Membership  in  the  Council  is  open 
to  any  institution  in  Alberta  which  is 
primarily  engaged  in  the  preservation,  for 
research,  of  historical  records  and  meets 
several  requirements  including  having  a 
mandate  approved  by  its  parent  body, 
ongoing  financial  support,  and  recognized 
archival  operating  procedures. 

Since  1988,  funding  from  Alberta 
Lotteries  has  allowed  the  Archives  Council 
to  assist  Alberta  archives  in  several  ways.  For 
example.  Provincial  Arrangement  and 
Description  Backlog  Reduction  grants  have 
enabled  smaller  archives  throughout  the 
province  to  produce  finding  aids  for 
previously  unorganized  records.  Other 
programmes  such  as  Professional 
Development  and  Training  and  the 
innovative  Archival  Outreach  and  Advisory 
Services  were  developed  in  conjunction  with 
the  Alberta  Society  of  Archivists.  For  more

Alberta  Lotteries  dollars  add  up  for 
Albertans.  In  1989/90,  a  total  of

The  vast  majority  of  the  lottery  funds 
which  the  Foundation  receives  are  disbursed 
to  community-based  groups,  institutions  and 
individuals  through  adjudicated  grants. 
Aside  from  helping  to  support  about  1,500 
professionals  in  the  heritage  field,  these 
lottery  funds  help  to  support  about  5,000 
volunteers  working  in  heritage  programmes 
each  year.  Community  pride  and  education 
are  enhanced.  And  the  cultural/tourism 
industry,  urban  revitalization  and 
construction  also  benefit.  Estimates  indicate 
that  for  every  Lotteries  dollar  invested  in 
heritage  preservation,  $4  in  cash  and  in-kind 
donations  are  generated  locally.

Sexsmith  Face-Lift 

The  people  of  this  northern  town  are 
looking  to  their  past  to  guarantee  their  future 
with  the  Sexsmith  Downtown  Revitalization 
Project.  The  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation  has  confirmed  a  $50,000 
matching  grant  to  help  restore  five  historic 
buildings.  And  now  Sexsmith  has  been 
awarded  a  federal  matching  grant  of 
$400,000  over  two  years,  through  the 
Community  Initiatives  Fund  of  the 
Community  Futures  programme,  to  help 
provide  visual  improvement  based  on  the 
rural  tradition  of  the  town. 

Sexsmith  was  incorporated  as  a  village  in 
1929.  This  rural  community  was  firmly 
established  as  an  agricultural  service  center 
for  area  residents  by  the  1930s.  Using  the 
Historically  Designated  Blacksmith  Shop  as 
a  focus  for  development,  Sexsmith  has 
adopted  the  1920s- 1930s  historic  theme  for 
the  revitalization  of  the  downtown  core. 

Vintage  buildings  will  be  restored,  more 
modern  ones  will  undergo  transformations  to 
blend  with  the  historic  style  and  character, 
and  the  streetscape  and  a  theme  park  will 
complement  the  project.  Two  studies 
prepared  by  the  South  Peace  Regional 
Planning  Commission  in  1988  provided  the 
town  with  guidelines  and  Alberta  Culture 
and  Multiculturalism  prepared  a  report  on 
the  project  including  building  restoration 
cost  estimates. 

Sexsmith  already  has  a  new  look.  Street 
improvements  and  period  lighting  along 
main    street,    as    well    as  historical

Dinosaur  Exhibition  Roaring  Success  in  Japan 

Over  One  Million  People  Visit  Hitachi  Dinoventure  '90

This  fierce-looking  specimen,  a  Tyrannosaurus  Rex, 
travelled  to  ]apan  with  Hitachi  Dinoventure  '90. 


Hitachi  Dinoventure  '90:  Fossil  Wonders 
from  Alberta,  Canada,  was  the  first 
opportunity  for  Alberta  to  showcase  its 
dinosaur  heritage  to  Japan.  The  exhibition 
opened  in  the  resort  town  of  Chiba  in  July 
and  ran  until  September.  During  that  time, 
over  one  million  people  visited  the 
exhibition,  which  was  viewed  as  a 
spectacular  showcase  of  Alberta's  natural 
heritage,  tourism  products  and  additional 
business  potential. 

Prompted  by  the  stature  of  the 
UNESCO-related  dinosaur  record  in 
Alberta,  research  findings  and  the  display 
technology  of  the  world-renowned  Royal 
Tyrrell  Museum  in  Drumheller,  Dinoventure 
brought  47  dinosaur  casts  and  many  fossils  to 
the  Orient's  largest  convention  and 
exhibition  centre. 

Described  as  one  of  the  most  significant 
ventures  ever  between  the  Alberta 
government  and  Japan,  Dinoventure  was  a 
cooperative  effort  between  the  Alberta 
Government  departments  of  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism  and  Tourism,  and  a 


consortium  of  Japanese  companies  consisting 
of  Hitachi  Corporation,  Gakken  Company 
Ltd.  and  Tokyo  Broadcasting  Systems. 

"Live'*  Dinosaurs  a  Big 
Hit  in  Edmonton 

The  PREHISTORIC  GIGANTICS 
exhibit  at  the  Provincial  Museum  of  Alberta 
in  Edmonton  is  proving  to  be  one  of  its  most 
popular  shows  ever.  Over  100,000  people 
have  visited  this  special  display  of  lifesize, 
moving  dinosaurs  from  Dinamation 
International  of  California.  Media  coverage 
of  the  show  has  been  unprecedented  for  the 
museum  and  visitor  reactions  have  been  very 
positive.  Bookings  for  an  additional  52,000 
school  children  have  already  been  made. 
With  the  high  attendance,  over  projected 
targets,  and  excellent  gift  sales,  the  Friends 
of  the  Provincial  Museum,  who  brought  the 
show  to  Alberta,  expect  to  make  a 
considerable  profit  which  they  will  be 
applying  to  other  museum-related  endeavors.
